DOPE IS THOUGHT CAUSE 


Berserk Negro Had Shot and Killed 
Drinking 
Companion 
Previously, 
W itnesses Relate on Stand. 


Held without hail on charges of 
first degree murder in connection w^th 
the shooting on Sunday, April 29, of; 
George W. Riley, of near Gettysburg, 
Chester Ingram, colored, 30 years old, 
will he tried at the June term of court 
at Uniontown, Fayette county, it was 
learned here today. 
Word was sent by Oscar Olsen, of 
the coal and iron police, who was with 
Riley when he was shot by the negro, 
and who is one of the 
witnesses J 
against the man. 
Four 
other eye 
witnesses testified at the preliminary 
hearing held last Saturday, and two I 
cases of first degree m urder are de­ 
clared to be clepr against Ingram . 
No fears are felt but th a t the charges 
will stand. 
Olsen 
and 
Riley 
were 
both 
member* of the coal and iron police of 
the H. C. Frick Company coal mines 
at Edenborn, Fayette county, 
In reviewing the case, witnesses re­ 
late that Ingram and William Joy­ 
ner were engaged in a drinking bout 
a t the la tte r^ home in Edenborn on 
the afternoon of April 29. 
Liquor was supplied to the party, it 
is said, by Julius Jones, a 
third 
negro, who is now being held with 
Ingram as an accessory to the murder 
and as a material witness. 
It 
is 
thought that dope as well as rum as­ 
sisted in l razing the men. 
Joyner and Ingram are said to have 
gotten into a fight during the party, 
and Ingram was cut in the head. 
He 
ran from the house, his face stream ­ 
ing with blood, and begged for a re ­ 
v o k e r 
with which to shoot Joyner. 
Jones is accused of supplying Ingram 
with a gun, as the one with which 
the berserk negro 
immediately re ­ 
turned and killed Joyner, and later 
shot Riley, Jones admits is his prop­ 
erty. 
Olsen related in 
court Saturday 
that as Ingram fled afte r killing Jo y­ 
ner, he am| Riley, both of whom had 
been attracted to the scene by the 
shooting 
from 
their 
headquarters 
about 500 yards distant, pursued the 
man. 
Both w’ere fired at by the fleeing 
negro, who had taken refuge in a 
ditch, and two shots took effect in 
Riley’» body. 
Although fatally 
wounded, 
Riley 
succeeded in 
wounding the 
negro, 
and then rushed him and attem pted. 
to disarm him. 
Olsen, in the m ean­ 
time, had come up, and struck the 
m urderer on the head with the butt of 
his pistol, knocking him unconscious, 
he said on »Hp stand. 
Riley, although m ortally hit, 
was 
able to m ake his way to police.Jtead- 
quarters b e to n y he 
collapsed. 
He 
was taken to a doctor’* office in Mc- 
Cleliandtown, a short distance away, 
and later to the Uniontown hospital, 
where he died just two hours after 
receiving his death wounds.

So far as he could ascertain, Mr. 
Lower said nothing else* in the store 
had been touched, the burglars con­ 
fining their efforts to the selection 
of only the best shoes in stock.

London, May 15.— No fewer than 
IOO members of the House of Com­ 
mon* signed th e remarkable docu­ 
ment disavowing the prasent British 
policy in Egynt anc! appealing to the 
governm ent to find new measures that 
w ill restore order and confidence in 
that country. 
This declaration characterizes Lord 
Allenby’s adm inistration in E gypt as 
an utter failure. 
“There is no consti­ 
tution in Egypt today; there is onV 
martial law,” it says. 
“There is pro­ 
found unrest, likely from time to time 
to break into violence; there is an ad­ 
ditional burden for the British tax­ 
payer, interruption of commerce, and 
a growing m istrust and dislike of the 
policy of this country throughout tho 
Near East.” 
The members of the House declare 
that there are only two possible poli­ 
cies for the British governm ent to fol­ 
low. 
One is to revoke the declaration 
of independence approved last year 
by the vote of the House of Com­ 
mons; to make Egypt a part of the 
British Empire; to suppress by m ili­ 
tary force any resistance; and to hold 
the Egyptian people 
in 
subjection 
until such time as they acquiesce in 
the position sufficiently to have some 
mesaure of self-governm ent. “To this 
course,” they add,, “we and, we be­ 
lieve most of our fellow-countrym en, 
are unalterably Deposed. 
It might 
be nossible, though it would be diffi­ 
cult and costly, but it would be a 
bleach of a solemn pledge and a re­ 
versal of British tradition unparal­ 
leled in our history.” 
The subs* ii beys to the statem ent -ay 
th a t the other coifrse “is to face cer­ 
tain facts, the ignoring of which has 
been Vesoonsible for the failure of 
Lord A Hereby. 
The first of these fact*- 
is that the Egyptian oeople is not 
only set in 
determ ination to ob­ 
tain independence, but is also so far 
educated in polities as 
to 
reject 
a 
nominal indeoendenre accompanied by 
a perm anent m ilitary oceunation and 
the control of its principal depart­ 
ments of governm ent by the nominees 
til a foreign power.”
